According to the evidence in this 
case its appears to be customary for 
attorneys or their clients to pay the 
sum of £1.50 for each summons taken 
out by them, the attorney being re 
sponsible for tfie amount On the 13tb 
day of August, ’91, F. >V. Britton, 
through his attorney, J. N. True, 
caused a summons to be issued by 
Mr. Pat’k Murphy, city clerk.

The City Council. 
The council met in regular session 
on Monday evening with a full board 
present except Ald.

Bain was ap­ 
pointed clerk until the successor of 
Clerk Murphy had been elected and 
qualified. The report of the city 
clerk was laid over, while the reports 
of the chief of police and superin­ 
tendent of electric lights were accept­ 
ed and filed. 
The pay roll of the city, amounting 
to $584.15, was allowed, with the ex­ 
ception of the city olerk’s salary, the 
street commissioner sharing the clerk’s 
fate also, the street employes being 
allowed $123.75.

Gentlemen: The following is the 
report of your finance committee, to 
whom was referred the matter of 
cheeking up the accounts of the city 
clerk. 
We find that the books and accounts 
of said official have been kept in a very 
loose and incomplete manner, and not 
in accordance with business princi­ 
ples, in fact no system appears to have 
been followed. 
Tile cash book had not been posted 
up since May 1st, and other important 
records, such as the municipal court 
record, not posted to date. We also 
find that the municipal court receipts 
from January 1st. 1891, amounted to 
S4.858.65, while the city treasurer re­ 
ports $4,505.80 received from the city 
clerk from that source during the time 
mentioned. Further, we find that the 
money received for dog licenses has 
not yet been turned over to the city 
treasurer, which amounts to $207. 
making a difference of 8499.85. besides 
the court fees, which have not yet 
been checked np by your committee 
or turned over by the city clerk. We

A I niteil States Prisoner Leaps From 
a I rain and Escapes.

“Bert” Elice,

was recently arrested at Brainerd for 
selling liquor to Indians and bound 
over to the next term of court at St. 
Paul by Commissioner Corey, of De­ 
troit. 
Deputy Warren was bringing 
Elice down from Detroit for lodgment 
in the Ramsey county jail, and both 
men occupied the same seat, Warren 
sitting next to the window. As Elice 
had signified his willingness to ac­ 
company the officer quitely, the hand­ 
cuffs were not put on, and, taking ad­ 
vantage of this fact, just after the 
train had left Little Falls, his home, 
Elice suddenly made for the door and 
leaped from the train, which was run­ 
ning at the rate of twenty-five miles 
an hour. Warren immediately stopped 
the train and gave chase, but Elice 
eluded him by hiding in an old 
cemetery, as was learned afterward, 
until his pursuer was thrown off the 
scent.

It is probable that Commissioner 
Roosevelt will succeed him a? president of 
the commission. 
Iu fact, Roosevelt has 
been tile head of the commission ever since 
he was appointed. 
I fie appointm ent of Tousley means that 
the president is m aking every effort to win 
back to the Indiana standard the lost alle­ 
giance to him self and fortunes. 
It is said 
that Eugene H ay has in charge the affairs 
of M innesota for the Harrison adm inistra­ 
tion. arid that he has advised adherence to 
the Davis factiou iustead of the W ashburn 
taction, especially as it seem-* impossible to 
reconcile the adm inistration to 
Wash­ 
burn since the vote cf the latter on the 
force bill. Hay has advised that Davis 
might be captured and wit Ii him the dele­ 
gation to the next national convention, 
and following Minnesota would come the 
Dakotas, Iowa and other Northwestern 
stales. 
W ashburn, it is said, docs not care much 
whether Tousley is appointed c!vil service 
commissioner or not. 
Jn fact, he is not 
reaching out for favors trout the H airisen 
adm inistration, but it is believed by Hav 
and others that the appointm ent of Tous­ 
ley will unite the Minneapolis crowd, and 
they need not care whether W ashburn ia 
for Harrison or not; that with the help of 
Tom Lowry, (iii Pierce and tlie Tribune 
they can overcome the Blaine sentim ent in 
Minneapolis and get a Harrison delegation. 
It will be time to treat with W ashburn after 
the victory is won. Consequently Tousley 
will be made civil service commissioner, 
and Davis and Minneapolis please I. 
W ho would have thought two years ago 
that Joel lleatw oie would have been kick­ 
ing against Davis, and that Eugene Hay 
would have been pulling with the senior 
senator against W ashburn? It is indeed 
true that politics makes a:range bedfel­ 
lows.

pills in the cellar by the barrel, and 
the doctors would ta ke to onion farm ­ 
ing. 
The onion a cts a s a ca tha rtic 
a nd deuretic, and m a y help to break 
u p a eold or lessen the bad sym ptom s. 
A doctor sa ys; “ I a lw a ys store a ba r­ 
rel of onions in m y cella r in the fall. 
We ha ve them cooked twice a week, 
a nd whoever of the fa mily is threa ten­ 
ed with a cold ea ts som e onions raw. 
If this vegetable were generally ea ten 
raw there would be no diphtheria , gout, 
rheum a tism , 
kidney 
or 
stom a ch 
trouble. 
I know the young men and 
women are afra id to ea t them.

A bo u t Plowing. 
Whether it is best to plow deep or 


sha llow is not one of the thing s “ no 
fellow can find o u t,” for experim ent 
will generally show which is preferable. 
It would seem, on general principles, 
tha t deep plow ing, with 
subsoiling, 
would yield the best results in every 


case, a nd scientists ha ve usua lly so 
ta ug ht. 
But m a ny farmers who ha ve 
followed their a dvice ha s learned by 
sa d experience th a t a good rule som e­ 
tim es ha s im porta nt exceptions. For, 


a s a m a tter o f fact, it depends a good 
deal on th e cha ra cter of the soil and 
of the crop and of the sea son whether 
deep plowing is a dva nta g eous or not; 
and this scientists are beginning to 
find out, a s well a s pra ctica l farmers. 
An interesting experim ent is on re­ 
cord which throw s much light on this 
subject. 
A farmer who had been a c­ 
custom ed to plow deeply, determined 
to try for a prize offered by the local 
a gricultural society for the best half 
acre of corn; 
He manured 
bis half 
acre hea vily, t urned up a nine-inch 
furrow, stirred the soil seven inches 
deeper with a subsoil plow, burrowed 
thoroug hly, a nd thoug ht he had an 
idea lly prepared cornfield. 
The re­ 
m ainder of the iidd 
was manured 
hea vily, plowed tw o inches deep a nd 
well harrowed. 
The corn sta rted sa t­ 
isfa ctorily on both plots, and for the 
first m onth no difference between them 
was a ppa rent. 
But 
then 
a 
severe 
droug ht set in, and a t the end of J uly 
the shallowed-plowed field was far 
a hea d. 
August proved dry, and a t 
the close of the m onth the corn on the 
deeply 
plowed 
field 
was 
suffering 
severely, the lea ves 
turning yellow 
nearly 
up 
to 
the 
ears, 
while 
t lie 
other 
plot 
suffered 
but 
little. 
It grew ra pidly and m a de the 
best crop of corn m t lie neighborhood, 
notw ithsta nding the fact th a t it was 
not hoed a t all, while the well-pre­ 
pared ha lf acre, which did n ot yield 
over half a s much, wa s hoed twice. 
Exa m ina tion showed th a t the m oist­ 
ure had dried out to the bottom of the 
deeply plowed furrow, while m the 
bottom of the two-inch furrow m oist­ 
ure wa s plentiful. H ie surface soil 
thus trea ted, it should l» e added, was 
a light loa m , quite rolling, with a sub- 


a nd a t interva ls 
period of forty 
vert* then weighed 
ifterwnrd during i 
four hours. 
The experim ent showed th a t the 
wheat stra w absorbed in the twenty- 
four hours 225.8 per cent, of water, 
the rye stra w 241.4, the o a t stra w

forty-four hours they lost respectively 
55, 07,7, a nd 40 and 9 2.2 per cent, ot 
wa ter lea ving the per centa g e retained 
in each a s follows: W heat.

If by pa y you mean netting an 
income, it certa inly will unless g rossly 
mismanaged and neglected, but when 
you com e to the a m ount of tha t in­ 
com e the question is in sta ntly rem ov­ 
ed from the da iry to the man. 
Each 
owner of a dairy’ will succeed with it 
to the lim it of his a bility and hem ust 
govern his expenditures for family 
com forts by tha t a bility. 
J f he ha s 
n ot much 
enterprise 
or judgment 
then he must live very frug a lly,but if he 
is a young Na poleon in the da iry field 
then he and his fa m ily m a y spread 
them selves. 
There is an abundunce 
of room in the da iry business for a ny 
sized genius, from the man who milks 
tw ocow sa ud pedd les hism ilk by hand 
a nd a foot, to the man who owns and 
runs tw enty to thirty’ fa ctories. When 
we come, though, to consider the p a y­ 
ing pa rt of it, in ten yea rs you would 
proba bly find tha t the tw o cow' man 
ha s more m oney tha n the m a n with 
thirt y a cton es, a t lea st such seems to 
ha ve been the fa te of such large enter­ 
prises. 
A little success in the da iry 
ha s its tem pta tions like a nv other 
business to induce men to over crop 
them selves, while the man who sta rts 
on a sm all sca le generally clim bs to 
the top .— American Da irym a n.

Spechneff, is reported to ha ve m a de a 
tria l of seeds which he electrified ior 
tw o m inutes by m ea ns of a current, 
repeating the opera tion ten tim es up­ 
on pea s, beans, rye, etc. 
He found 
th a t generally the electn liza tionof the 
seeds nea rly doubled the ra pidty of 
their g rowth. 
He then tried to elec- 
trilize the ea rth. 
He took tw o large 
pla tes of zinc and copper, 72 centi­ 
m eters (28 incties) high and 45 centi­ 
m eters (18 inches) wide, w hi’h hesa nk 
dee 
of eP 
fin 
into the ground a t the extrem ity 
a t iron ba rs and connected a bove 
the ground by a n iron wire. 
The ef­ 
fect of the continuous current insta ted 
to ha ve been prodig ious upon vege­ 
ta bles. A ra ddish grew 44 centim eters 
(1 7’3 inches) in length, with a dia m e­ 
ter of 14 centim eters (5% inches), and 
a ca rrot 27 centim eters (1 0 (• inches) 
in dia m eter weighed three kilog ra m s 
(six a nd six-tenths pounds), nor did 
this excess in size detra ct from their 
g ood qua lity.

But they ha ve a way of 
their own of doing it, which is not 
quite so openly bruta l, but is none 
the less hard and cruel.

fa ith­ 
ful farmer’s wife ha s a routine of 
la bor quite a s exa cting a s her hus­ 
ba nd—more so, 
in fa ct, for “ m a n’s 
work is from sun to sun, but w om a n’s 
work is never done.” 
But while he 
will hire all the help he needs, thereby 
largely increasing his wife's la bor, and 
will 
procure the best la bor-sa ving 
a pplia nces for carrying on the farm 
work, she m ust get 
a long w ithout 
help for the sa ke of econom y, a nd do 
the best she ca n with the rudyst and 
sim plest im plem ents and a “ bountiful 
la ck” 
of 
conveniences. 
And 
her 
reward 
is 
too 
frequently 
sca nt 
courtesy, a scunter supply of “ pin 
m oney, 
a nd a n ea rly g ra ve or prema­ 
ture and m ela ncholy old age. 
A farm er’s wife should undoubtedly 
bear her fair shure of the tria ls a nd 
burdens of life; but she should enjoy 
her sha re of its successes, too, and 
| the man is not half a man who will 
j let his wife ca rry burdens beyond her 
streng th, for the sa ke of enabling him 
to add a few more dolla rs tc his bank 
a ccount. The rule of “ sha re 
and 
sha re a like” between husba nd and 
wife would 
result in a good m a ny 
changes in fa rm house life. 
It 
is a 
g ood rule there—a nd everywhere. 


A re L arge B arn s B est? 
There a re som e rea sons why a large, 
room y barn is better tha n two or 
more sm a ll ones. 
It is more conven­ 
ient, ot course, to ha ve everything — 
ha y, grain, ca ttle, horses, wagons and 
farm to o ls—under one roof. 
But, on 
the other hand, 
there 
are sem e 
a dva nta g es in ha ving sm a ller barns. 
In the first place, they need not be 
a s ex {tensive in construction a s the 
large ba rn. 
Lighter tim bers m a y be 
U3ed a nd the cost of erection is much 
less. 
Then, in ca se of fine, which is 
more dreaded by the farmer tha n by 
a nother 
cla ss in the com m unity, 
owing to 
bis isola ted situa tion, the 
loss m a y by g ood m a na g ement be 
confined to one building, h a ying the 
others inta ct. 
This is a very im port­ 
a nt considera tion. Most of the losses of 
horses and other livestock a t fires are 
the result of suffoca tion by sm oke, not 
by the fire itself. It is not wise to put all 
one’s eggs in the sa m e ba sket. 
If the 
m a teria l and livstock a re in tw o or 
three or fivebuildings instea d of one it 
is not proba ble tha t the fire will sweep 
all aw a y before aid ca n be obta ined. 
It is a lso worth thinking of th a t the 
cost of insurance is usua lly greater on 
a large barn, and on the stock, grains, 
ba y a nd im plem ents stored in it tha n 
on a number of sm a ll ba rns in which 
these tiling s a re distributed. 
Fop these a t)4 other rea sons tha t 
might be named it seems a dvisa ble for 
all farmers of m odera te m ea ns to 
build sm a ll ba rns. 
Men who ha ve 
a bunda nce of m ea ns can, of course, 
indulge them selves in such luxuries a s 
large a nd expensive barns, with a ll 
the risks perta ining thereto; but even 
for them a seriesof sm a ller structures, 
w isely pla nped a nd placed, would be 
better. 
A bs o r be n t P o w e r of S tra w . 
Some interesting experim ents ha ve 
been m a de to determine the a bsorb­ 
ent power of wheat and other va rie­ 
ties of stra w . 
In one of these experim ents sm a ll, 
com pa ct bundles of whea t, rye, o a t 
and pea stra w were put to soa k in 
wa ter so a s to be com pletely covered. 
After soa king for twenty-four hours 
they were ta ken from the water, set 
in a n upwright position, a nd allowed 
to drain for ha lf a n hour.

then left lying for an hour and a half, 
in 
order th a t the excess of water 
might 
dra in off from them . They

Q u e e r Fish Th i t Are Said to S e r e ­ 
n a d e R e sid e n ts of C a pe May. 
The singing sha d ha s been heard and 
seen in lower Delaw are ba y this spring. 
It ha sn’t been seen in large qua ntities, 
of course, for the a ppearance of this 
odd fish in these wa ters is a rare oc­ 
currence. 
But few of the singing shad 
ha ve encha nted the fishermen since 
the sea son began. 
They com e from 
the south, and only when the wind 
ha s died down a nd the water is quiet. 
Tl hey com e in schools, em itting m usi­ 
cal notes a s they swim along. 
The 
sounds they m a ke are soft and som e­ 
thing like those of a n a eolia n harp. It 
is hard to express or ra ther im ita te, 
on paper, the melody they sing. 
It 
runs som ething like this: “ Wee ho, he 
hi do de; wceho, die di dum .” 
This sound ca nnot be m a de with 
a ny effect except when the shad tra v­ 
els in schools, sa ys the Ba ltim ore 
American. 
The singing of a single 
sha d is to o feeble to be heard a bove 
the ripple of the water. This yea r lias 
been the first, proba bly for a decade, 
th a t the singing sha d ha s favored the 
fishermen of Delaware ba y. 
Capt. 
Arnold, one of the oldest and m ost 
truthful of Houth J ersey fishermen, 
sa id the other da y tha t he had heard 
the singing sha d a number of tim es in 
his pisca toria l career. “ They are rare, 
of course, so far north a s this. 
Even 
when they do com e only old fishers 
a re a pt to hear a nd distinguish them. 
W eknow a bout them and are more or 
less on the lookout for their occa siona l 
a rriva l. 
They rea lly belong off the 
coa st of 
Bolivia a nd Chile. 
There 
they a re quite com m on. 
Ail sorts of 
fairy ta les are na rra ted a bout them 
by South American fishermen. The 
singing sha d a lso breed in J a pa nese 
wa ters. The fishermen of J a pa n are 
delighted when they strike a school of 
singing sha d. 
They follow them up 
reverently, because they believe the 
fish are inspired: 
They throw them 
food and never ca tch or ea t them .” 
The singing sha d ¿ « different from the 
common-back or roe shad. 
It is not 
so large and there is a slight difference 
in the form a tion of the m outh. Only 
an expert fisherman can tell when he 
ha s caught one of the finny songsters. 
Old fisherman regard the musical shad 
a s prizes and do not send them to j 
m a rket unless they are paid a very 
high price for them. 
It is estim a ted 
tha t they tra vel in schools of a bout j 
five hundred. 
Their singing is pleas­ 
a nt a t first, but soon grows m onot- 
acres | onous, owing to the fact th a t it is a 
¡co n sta n t lepetition of the sa m e few 
I sounds. 
W hether 
m any 
of* these 
» eculiar fish ever go up 
on 
the 
>elaware or m ove to New York nnd 
j mingle 
with 
the pla in 
every-day 
; Hudson river shad is not known. 
They lose their identity when they 
get iu with other fish and it is doubt* 
/ui if they ever sing a lone.

A b o u t P low in g. 
W hether it is best to plow deep or 
shallow is not one of the things “no 
fellow can find o u t,” for experim ent 
will generally show which is preferable. 
It would seem, on general principles, 
th a t deep plowing, with subsoiling, 
would yield tile best results in every 
case, and scientists have usually so 
taught. 
B ut m any farm ers who have 
followed their advice has learned by 
sad experience th a t a good rule some­ 
tim es has im portant exceptions. For, 
as a m atter o f fai t, it depend* a good 
deal on the character of the soil and 
of the crop and of the season whether 
deep plowing is advantageous or not; 
and tins scientists are beginning to 
find out, as well as practical farmers. 
An interesting experim ent is on re­ 
cord which throw s much light on this 
subject. 
A farm er wiio had been ac­ 
custom ed to plow deeply, determ ined 
to try for a prize offered by the local 
agricultural society for the best half 
acre of corn; 
He m anured his half 
acre heavily, turned up ti nine-inch 
furrow, stirred the soil seven inches 
deeper with a subsoil plow, harrow ed 
I horoughly, and thought he had an 
ideally prepared cornfield. The re­ 
m ainder of the field 
was m anured 
heavily, plowed two inches deep and 
well harrow ed. The corn started s a t­ 
isfactorily on both plots, arid for the 
first m onth no difference between them 
was apparent. 
But then a severe 
drought set in, and a t the end of July 
the shallowed-plewed field was far 
ahead. August proved dry, and a t 
the close of the m onth the corn outlie 
deeply plowed field 
was 
suffering 
severely, the leaves turning yellow 
nearly 
up 
to 
the 
ears, 
while 
the 
other 
plot 
suffered 
but 
little. It grew rapidly and m ade the 
best crop of corn in t he neighborhood, 
notw ithstanding the fact th a t it was 
not hoed a t all, while the well-pre­ 
pared half acre, which did not yield 
over half as much, was hoed twice. 
Exam ination showed th a t t lie m oist­ 
ure had dried out to the bottom oft lie 
deeply plowed furrow, while iii the 
1*01tom of the two-inch furrow m oist­ 
ure was plentiful. The surface soil 
thus treated, it should be added, was 
a light loam , quite rolling, w ith a sub­ 
soil of yellow clay, th irty feet deep, 
jointed and well adapted for draining. 
It is hardly safe to generalize from a 
single experience, but this experim ent, 
taken 
iii connection with 
others, 
seems to support the plan often a d ­ 
vocated of plowing deeply in the fall 
for spring crops, and thoroughly pul­ 
verizing the surface iii the spring with 
the harrow . 
Bv trying the two sys­ 
tem s side by side, as in the case above 
cited, farm ers m ay easily learn which 
will yield the best results for then:.

E lectr icity In A gricu ltu re. 
# 
Following the experim ents of Fecht- 
ner in applying electricity to vegeta­ 
tion, a Russian 
agriculturist, 
M. 
Speclineff, is reported to have m ade a 
trial of seeds which he electrified ior 
tw o m inutes by m eans of a current, 
repeating the operation ten tim es up­ 
on peas, beans, rye, etc. 
He found 
th a t generally the electrilization of the 
seeds nearly doubled the rap id ty of 
their growth. He then tried to elec- 
trilize the earth. 
He took tw o large 
plates of zinc and copper, 7*2 centi­ 
m eters (28 inches) high and 45 centi­ 
m eters (18 inches) wide, which he sa uk 
deep into the ground a t the extrem ity 
of flat iron bars and connected above 
the ground by an iron wire. The ef­ 
fect of the continuous current is st a ted 
to have been prodigious upon vege­ 
tables. A raddisii grew 44 centim eters 
(17 3 inches) in length, with a diam e­ 
ter of 14 centim eters ( 5 inches), and 
a carro t 27 centim eters (IO 6 inches) 
in diam eter weighed three kilogram s 
(six and six-tenths pounds), nor did 
this excess in size d etract from their 
good quality. 


A Cruel P ie c e o f B u sin e s s. 
It is singular how the cruel practice 
of boiling lobsters alive continues. 
Our forefathers—and, indeed our p a r­ 
ents let calves bleed slowly to death, 
on the theory th a t in no other way 
could white m eat be secured, and later 
on calves were bled one day and killed 
the next. Now every one knows th a t a 
calf m aybe killed in a hum ane m anner 
and the veal m ade just as good. Hogs 
are largely killed by electricity instead 
of by the old b arbarous m ethod; and, 
generally speaking, anim als killed for 
food have been p u t o u t of the way iii 
a much more hum ane m anner than 
formerly, b u t lobsters are still to r­ 
tured out of existence, the only differ­ 
ence being th a t, while formerly they 
were exclusively boiled to death, now 
some are boiled and some are broiled. 
Which process causes the more agony 
no one can say.—Globe-Democrat. 


A S o r r o w in g H u sb an d . 
A wealthy Russian gentlem an,living 
in his ow’n house on the bank of the 
Seine, has for the p ast ten years kept 
in a box in a priv ate room 
the em­ 
balm ed body of his young wile. 
She 
was m urdered a few days after m ar­ 
riage, and her sorrowing husband o b ­ 
tained the Czar’s perm ission to take 
the body aw ay with him. The law’ of 
France forbids absolutely the keeping 
of a dead body in any place but a 
cemetery, b u t the Russian gentleman 
hopes to obtain special permission 
from high quarters to rem ain the cus­ 
tod ian of his beloved relic. lf not, lie 
th reatens to leave the country rather 
th an p a rt with it.—Rochester Demo­ 
crat. 


T he F a rm er’s “ B e tte r H alf.” 
Not the least im portant factor in 
the success of farming operations, by 
any m anner of m eans, is the farm er's 
wife. 
If she is a capable w om an,” like 
her of whom the Biblical proverb- 
m aker wrote, she can do much to 
m ake farming p ay .” The success of 
m any farm ers is keeping their heads 
above w ater in bad years, such as 
have lately been experienced, is quite 
as often due to the energy, skill and 
thrift of his life partner as to himself. 
Indeed, the cases are not rare in which 
the wife is “ the better m an,” ami 
really does m ore to ke*-p tilings going 
th a n the other half of the firm. 
But too often this fact is sadly over­ 
looked by him who should be t lie first 
to recognize it. American farm ers do 
not m ake beasts of btu den of their 
wives in the way th a t is common 
abroad. But they have a way of 
their own of doing it, which is not 
quite so openly brutal, but is none 
the less hard and cruel. 
A faith ­ 
ful farm er’s wife has a routine of 
labor quite as exacting as her hus­ 
band—more so, in fact, for “m an’s 
work is from sun to sun, but w om an’s 
work is never done.” B ut while he 
will hire all the help lie needs, thereby 
largely increasing his w ife s labor, and 
will procure the hest labor-saving 
appliances for carrying on the farm 
work, she m ust get along w ithout 
help for the sake of economy, and do 
t h e i s t she can with the rudest and 
simplest im plements and a “ bountiful 
lack” 
of 
conveniences. 
And her 
rew ard 
is 
too 
frequently 
scant 
courtesy, a scanter supply of “ pin 
money, and an early grave or prem a­ 
ture and melancholy old age. 
A farm er’s wife should undoubtedly 
hear her fair share of the trials and 
burdens of life; but she should enjoy 
lier share of its successes, too, and 
t he m an is not half a m an w ho will 
let his w ife carry burdens beyond her 
strength, for the sake of enabling him 
to add a few’ m ore dollars to his bank 
account. The rule of “share 
and 
share alike” between husband and 
wife would result in a good m any 
changes in farm house life. 
It is a 
good rule there—and everywhere. 


A re L arge B arn s B est? 
There are some reasons why a large, 
room y barn is better th an two or 
more small ones. It is more conven­ 
ient, of course, to have everything— 
hay, grain, cattle, horses, wagons and 
farm tools—under one roof. 
But, on 
the other hand, 
there 
are sem e 
advantages in having sm aller barns. 
In the first place, they need n o t be 
as ex [lens ive in construction as the 
large barn. Lighter tim bers m ay be 
used and the cost of erection is much 
less. Then, in cas* of lire, which is 
more dreaded by Hie farm er than by 
another 
class in the com m unity, 
owing to his isolated situation, the 
loss m ay by good m anagem ent lie 
confined to one building, Laying the 
others intact. This is a very im port­ 
an t consideration. Most of the losses of 
horses and other livestock a t tires are 
the result of suffocation by smoke ,not 
by the fire itself. It is not wise to put all 
one’s eggs in the sam e basket. If the 
m aterial and livstock are in tw o or 
three or fivebuiidings instead of one it 
is n o t probable th a t the fire will sweep 
all aw’ay before aid can be obtained. 
It is also w orth thinking of th a t the 
cost of insurance is usually greater on 
a large barn, and on the stock, grains, 
fiay and implements stored in it th an 
on a num ber of sm all barns iii which 
these things are distributed. 
Fog these and other reasons th a t 
might be nam ed it seems advisable for 
all fanners of m oderate m eans to 
build small barns. 
Men who have 
abundance of means can, of course, 
indulge themselves in such luxuries as 
large and expensive barns, with all 
the risks pertaining thereto; b u t even 
for them a series of sm aller structures, 
wisely planned and placed, would be 
better. 


Vero then weighed and a t intervals 
afterw ard during a period of forty 
four hours.

Does dairying pay? W hat a ques 
Hon. 
If by pay you mean netting an 
income, it certainly will unless grossly 
mismanaged and neglected, but when 
you come to the am ount of th a t in­ 
come the question is instantly rem ov­ 
ed from the dairy to the m an. 
Each 
owner of a dairy will succeed with it 
to the lim it of his ability and he m ust 
govern his expenditures for family 
com forts by th a t ability. 
If he has 
not much enterprise 
or judgment 
then he m ust live very frugally,but if he 
is a young Napoleon iii the dairy field 
then he and his family may spread 
themselves. There is an abundance 
of room in the dairy business for any 
sized genius, from the m an who milks 
tw o cow s and peddles his milk by hand 
and afoot, to the m an who owns and 
runs tw enty to th irty factories. When 
we come, though, to consider the p ay­ 
ing p a rt of it, in ten years you would 
probably find th a t the tw o cow m an 
has more money th an the m an with 
th irty act ones, a t least such seems to 
have been the fate of such large enter­ 
prises. 
A little success iii the dairy 
has its tem ptations like unv other 
business to induce men to over crop 
themselves, while the m an who sta rts 
on a small scale generally climbs to 
the to p .— American D airym an. 


M aking th e M o st o f It. 
There are some w iseacres w ho still 
m aintain th a t it is easier and m ore 
profitable to grow two tons of hay on 
two a* res than on one acre, or to raise 
forty bushels of corn on four acres 
than the sam e am ount from one acre. 
It is safe to say th a t such persons 
keep no account with their farm s. 
It 
is all guess work and t heory. 
P racti­ 
cal experience has shown ju st the re­ 
verse. The Jan I of which the m ost is 
made, on which the proverbial two 
blades of grass is grown w here onegrew 
before, has been proved to lie by far 
the m ost economically worked, 
lie* 
cause the additional labor and fertiliz­ 
ing m aterial put upon it cost a good 
deal less th an required for the larger 
and less highly cultivated a rta . Such 
higher cultivation has become a neces­ 
sity in these days of sharp com peti­ 
tion. 
We heard a successful business 
m an say recently th a t his business 
iiad to be run very close now adays, 
the margin of profit was so small. 
The sam e thing is true in agriculture. 
W hatever can be saved in labor, wages 
anil fertilizing m aterial Is needed to 
m ake ends meet and leave a little 
balance a t the end of the year. 


SINGING S H A D . 


Q u ee r Fish T h it Are Said to S e r e ­ 
n a d e R e sid e n ts o f C a p e May. 
The singing shad has been heard and 
seen in lower Delaware bay this spring. 
It hasn ’t been seen in largequautities, 
of course, for the appearance of this 
odd fish in these w aters is a rare oc­ 
currence. 
B ut few of the singing shad 
have enchanted the fishermen since 
the season began. 
They come from 
the south, and only when the wind 
has died down and the w ater is quiet. 
rl hey come in schools, em itting musi­ 
cal notes as they swim along. 
The 
sounds they m ake are soft and some­ 
thing like those of an aeolian harp. It 
is hard to express or rath er im itate, 
on palier, the melody they sing. 
It 
runs something like this: “ Wee ho, he 
hi do de; weeho, die di durn.” 
This sound cannot be m ade with 
any effect except when the shad tra v ­ 
els in schools, says the Baltim ore 
American. 
The singing of a single 
shad is too feeble to be heard above 
the ripple of the water. This year Has 
been the first, probably for a decade, 
th a t the singing shad 1ms favored the 
fishermen of Delaware bay. 
Capt. 
Arnold, one of the oiliest and m ost 
truthful of South Jersey fishermen, 
said the other day th a t he had heard 
the singing shad a num ber of tim es iii 
his piscatorial career. “They are rare, 
of course, so far north as this. Even 
when they do come only old fishers 
are a p t to hear and distinguish them . 
W eknow about them and are more or 
less on the lookout for their occasional 
arrival. They really belong off the 
coast of Bolivia and Chile. There 
they are quite common. 
All sorts of 
fairy tales are n arrated about them 
by South American fishermen. The 
singing shad also breed in Japanese 
waters. The fishermen of Jap an are 
delighted when they strike a school of 
singing shad. They follow them up 
reverently, because they believe the 
fish are inspired: They throw them 
food and never catch or eat them .” 
Tile simrint? shad is different from the 
common-back or roe shad. 
It is not 
so large and there is a slight difference 
in the form ation of the m outh. Only 
an expert fisherman can tell when lie 
has caught one of the finny songsters. 
Old fisherman regard the musical shad 
as prizes and do not semi them to 
m arket unless they are paid a very 
high price for them . It is estim ated 
th a t they travel in schools of about 
five hundred. Their singing is pleas­ 
ant a t first, but soon grows m onot­ 
onous, owing to the fact th a t it is a 
constant repetition of the sam e few 
sounds. 
W hether 
m any 
of 
peculiar fish ever go up 
on the 
l>elaw areor move to New York and 
mingle with 
the plain 
every-day 
Hudson river shad is not known. 
They lose their identity when they 
get in with other fish and it is doubt­ 
ful if they ever sing alone.

It shows a bad condition 
of affairs, and fully justifies the coun­ 
cil in declaring the office vacant: 


B r a i n e r d , Oct. 5, 1891. 
To the Honorable the City Council of 
the City of Brainerd. 
Gentlemen: The following is the 
report of your finat.ee committee, to 
whom was referred the matter of 
checking up the accounts of the city 
clerk. 
We find that the books and accounts 
of said official have been kept in a very 
loose and incomplete manner, and not 
in accordance with business princi­ 
ples, in fact no system appears to have 
been followed. 
The cash book had not been posted 
up since May 1st, and other important 
records, such as the municipal court 
record, not posted to date. We also 
find that the municipal court receipts 
from January 1st. 1891, amounted to 
$4,858.65, while the city treasurer re­ 
ports $4,565.80 received from the city 
clerk from that source during tlie time 
mentioned. Further, we find that the 
money received for dog licenses has 
not yet been turned over to the city 
treasurer, which amounts to $207. 
making a diff erence of $499.85, besides 
the court fees, which have not yet 
been checked tip by your committee 
or turned over by the city clerk. We 
are also unable to find record of any 
money being received by the city for 


the two tent shows which gave exhi­ 
bitions here recently. 
We find evidence which leads us to 
believe that the reports of the chief of 
police have been made out by the city 
clerk and correspond w ith the amounts 
reported received by the city treasur- 
ei from the city clerk. 
At our first 
meeting we found that part of the re- 
ports of the chief of police were not 
signed by said officer, but at a follow- 
i* g meeting v e found that all of them 
w‘Ti* signed. 
Y un committee recommend that 
ihe a. counts of the city clerk be aud­ 
ited from tlie time Mr, Murphy has 
held said office. 
We were unable to check the re­ 
ceipts jor the month of September, 
ow ing to the fact that the municipal 
court record was not posted to date, 
and the committee would recommend 
that the municipal judge see that the 
court record is kept to date and in 
proper shape hereafter.

The street committee was instruct­ 
ed to confer with the city attorney 
and proceed with the Sixth street 
work. 
The clerk was instructed to draw an 
order for £110, note and interest due 
on East Brainerd hose boose. The 
report of the finance committee on the 
affairs of City Clerk Murphy, was read 
accepted, and the entire matter placed 
in their hands for settlement, with 
instructions to notify his bondsmen 
for conference. 
O. B. Hamlin’s liquor license bond 
was accepted. 
Ordinance No. 93 received its first 
and second reading and was adopted. 
The board of sinking fund com­ 
missioners were requested to qualify 
in the sum of £2.000 each. 
The matter of filling the vacancy of 
city clerk was then taken up, and on 
the fourth ballot F. A. Farrar received 
a majority of all votes cast and was 
declared elected. 
By request Aid. Titze was removed 
from the chairmanship of the electric 
light committee, and Aid. Bain ap­ 
pointed in his place. 
The plank from the East Brainerd 
bridge were placed in tlie hands of 
the street committee for disposal. 
By motion the city clerk's bond was 
fixed in the sum of £2,000, with 
sureties to be approved by the coun­ 
cil. Council then adjourned. 
A sjiecial meeting was held on 
Tuesday evening for the purpose of 
approving City Clerk Farrar's bond. 
The bond of $3,000 as city clerk and 
municipal court clerk, with A. P. 
Farrar and E. Y. Farrar as bondsmen, 
was approved, and the special meet­ 
ing adjourned.

Three Chinamen Afflicted With Lepro y Hav­ 
ing a Hard Time of It at Van­ 
couver, B. C. 


Their Presence There Undesirable, but Uncle 
Sam Refuses to Allow 1 hem to Return 
to the United States. 


V ancouver, B. C., Special, Oct. 7.—The 
Canadian Pacific railw ay and the city au­ 
thorities of V ancouver are pretty hot over 
two Chinese leper* at present confined in 
an old shed belonging to the railroad com ­ 
pany. 
It seems the letters came from New 
Y ork over the Canadian Pacific road, tick­ 
eted through to H ong Kong, having paid 
$06 cash for through tickets. 
On arrival 
here the ticket agent at once called a doc­ 
tor, who pronounced them advanced cases 
of leprosy. 
The 
Cunadian 
Pacific 
railroad 
then 
shipped them back, but on reaching Med­ 
icine H at word was received from the 
U nited States authorities th at they would 
not be received. 
Back they came to Van­ 
couver, and now the city refuses to accept 
them , and will hold tbe C anadian Pacific 
railroad responsible lor 
their care and 
saiety. 
The com pany and city are in a 
m uddle over it, and in the interim the gov­ 
ernm ent has been appealed to. 
A watch is set on the poor wretches to 
prevent escape until som e disposition of 
them is made. 
The guards change every 
eight hours and a fire is kept burning at 
night. 
Food and water is throw n in, which 
they stow away in the old shed. 
The old C hinam an is badly scalded on 
the face, and is a pitiable sight. 
The other 
is diseased on the legs and body. 
They say 
they w ant to go hom e to die. but they 
would not be accepted on the Em press of 
China, which sailed Oct. 4. 
Just w hat will 
become of them no one knows.

A b o u t P lo w in g . 
Whether it is best to plow deep or 
shallow is not one of the things “no 
fellow can find ou t,” for experiment 
will generally show which is preferable. 
It would seem, 011 general principles, 
that deep plowing, with subsoiling, 
would yield the best results in every 
case, and scientists have usually so 
taught. 
But many farmers who have 
followed their advice has learned by 
sad experience that a good rule some­ 
times has im portant exceptions. For, 
as a matter o f fact, it depends a good 
deal 011 the character of the soil and 
of the crop and of the season whether 
deep plowing is advantageous or not; 
and this scientists are beginning to 
find out, as well as practical farmers. 
An interesting experiment is on re­ 
cord which throws much light on this 
subject. 
A farmer who had been ac­ 
customed to plow deeply, determined 
to try for a prize offered by the local 
agricultural society for the best half 
acre of corn; He manured 
his half 
acre heavily, turned up a nine-inch 
furrow, stirred the soil seven inches 
deeper with a subsoil plow, harrowed 
thoroughly, and thought he had an 
ideally prepared cornfield. The re­ 
mainder of the field 
was manured 
heavily, plowed two inches deep and 
well harrowed. 
The corn started sa t­ 
isfactorily on both plots, and for the 
first month no difference between them 
was apparent. 
But 
then a severe 
drought set in, and at the end of July 
the shallowed-plowed field was far 
ahead. August proved dry, and at 
the close of tlie month the corn on the 
deeply 
plowed field 
was 
suffering 
severely, the leayes turning yellow 
nearly 
up 
to 
the 
ears, 
while 
the 
other 
plot 
suffered 
but 
little. It grew rapidly and made the 
best crop of corn in the neighborhood, 
notwithstanding the fact that it was 
not hoed at all, while the well-pre­ 
pared half acre, which did not yield 
over half as much, was hoed twice. 
Examination showed that the m oist­ 
ure had dried out to the bottom oft lie 
deeply plowed furrow, while 
111 the 
bottom of the two-inch furrow m oist­ 
ure was plentiful. The surface soil 
thus treated, it should l>e added, was 
a light loam, quite rolling, with a sub­ 
soil of yellow clay, thirty feet deep, 
jointed and well adapted for draining. 
It is hardly safe to generalize from a 
single experience, but this experiment, 
taken 
in connection 
with 
others, 
seems to support the plan often ad­ 
vocated of plowing deeply in the fall 
for spring crops, and thoroughly pul­ 
verizing the surface in the spring with 
the harrow. 
By trying the two sys­ 
tems side by side, as in the case above 
cited, farmers may easily learn which 
will yield the best results for them.

E l e c t r i c i t y In A g r i c u lt u r e . 
# 
Following the experiments of Fecht- 
ner in applying electricity to vegeta­ 
tion, 
a Russian 
agriculturist, 
M. 
Spechneff, is reported to have made a 
trial of seeds which he electrified lor 
two minutes by means of a current, 
repeating the operation ten times up­ 
on peas, beans, rye, etc. 
He found 
th at generally the electrilization of the 
seeds nearly doubled the rapidty of 
their growth. 
He then tried to elec- 
trilize the earth. 
He took two large 
plates of zinc and copper, 72 centi­ 
meters (28 incDes) high and 45 centi­ 
meters (18 inches) wide, whichhesank 
deep into the ground at the extrem ity 
■ ‘ep 
of flat iron bars and connected above 
the ground by an iron wire. 
The ef­ 
fect of the continuous current is stated 
to have been prodigious upon vege­ 
tables. A raddish grew 4-i centimeters 
(17 3 inches) in length, with a diame­ 
ter of 14 centimeters (oLj inches), and 
a carrot 27 centimeters (10 (> inches) 
in diameter weighed three kilograms 
(six and six-tenths pounds), nor did 
this excess in size detract from their 
good quality. 


A C r u e l P i e c e o f B u s i n e s s . 
It is singular how the cruel practice 
of boiling lobsters alive continues. 
Our forefathers—and, indeed our par­ 
ents let calves bleed slowly to death, 
on the theory tiiat in 110 other w ay 
could white meat be secured, and later 


011 calves were bled one day and killed 
the next. Now every one knows that a 
calf m aybe killed in a humane manner 
and the veal made just as good. Hogs 
zire largely killed by electricity instead 
of by the old barbarous method; and, 
generally speaking, animals killed for 
ifood have been put out of the way in 
a much more humane manner than 
formerly. But lobsters are still tor­ 
tured out of existence, the only differ­ 
ence being that, while formerly they 
were exclusively boiled to death, now 
some are boiled and some are broiled. 
Which process causes the more agony 
no one can say.—Globe-Pemocrat. 


A S o r r o w in g ; H u s b a n d . 
A wealthy Russian gentleman, living 
in his own house on the bank of the 
Seine, h a s for the past ten years kept 
in a box in a private room 
the em­ 
balmed body of his young wile. 
She 
w as murdered a few days after mar­ 
riage, and her sorrowing husband ob­ 
tained the Czar’s permission to take 
the body away with him. The law of 
France forbid3 absolutely the keeping 
of a dead body in anyr place but a 
cemetery, but the Russian gentleman 
h o p e s to obtain special permission 
fr o m high quarters to remain the cus­ 
todian of his beloved relic. 
If not, he 
threatens to leave the country rather 
than p a r t with it.—Rochester Demo­ 
crat. 


T h e F a r m e r ’s “ B e t t e r H a lf .” 
Not the least im portant factor in 
the success of farming operations, by 
any manner of means, is the farmer’s 
wife. 
If she is a capable wom an,” like 
her of whom the Biblical proverb- 
rnaker wrote, she can do much to 
make farming pay.” The success of 
many farmers is keeping their heads 
above wafer in bad years, such as 
have lately been experienced, is quite 
as often due to tbe energy, skill and 
thrift of his life partner as to himself. 
Indeed, the cases zire not rare in which 
the wife is “the better m an,” and 
really does more to keep things going 
than the other half of the firm. 
But too often this fact issadly over­ 
looked by him who should be tfie first 
to recognize it. 
American farmers do 
not make beasts of burden of their 
wives in the way th at is common 
abroad. But they have a way of 
their own of doiny it, which is not 
quite so openly brutal, hut is none 
the less hard and cruel. A 
faith­ 
ful farmer’s wife has a routine of 
labor quite as exacting as her hus­ 
band—more so, in fact, for “m an’s 
work is from sun to sun, but woman’s 
work is never done.” 
But while he 
will hire all the help he needs, thereby 
largely increasing bis w ife’s labor, and 
will 
procure the best labor-saving 
appliances for c arrying on the farm 
work, she must get along w ithout 
help for the sake of economy, and do 
the best she can with the rudyst and 
simplest implements and a “bountiful 
lack” 
of 
conveniences. 
And her 
reward 
is 
too 
frequently 
scant 
courtesy, a scan ter supply of “pin 
m oney,” and an early graveor prema­ 
ture and melancholy old age. 
A farmer’s wife should undoubtedly 
bear her fair share of the trials and 
burdens of life; but she should enjoy 
her share of its successes, too, and 
the man is not half a man who will 
let his wife carry burdens beyond her 
strength, for the sake of enabling him 
to add a few more dollars to his bank 
account. The rule of “share 
and 
share alike” between husband and 
wife would result in a good many 
changes in farmhouse life. 
It is a 
good rule there—and everywhere. 


A r e L a r g e B a r n s B e s t ? 
There are some reasons why a large, 
roomy barn is better than two or 
more small ones. 
It is more conven­ 
ient, ot course, to have everything— 
hay, grain, cattle, horses, wagons and 
farm tools—under one roof. 
But, 011 
tho other hand, 
there 
are sem e 
advantages in having smaller barns. 
In the first place, they need not be 
as expensive in construction as the 
large barn. 
Lighter timbers may be 
used and the cost of erection is much 
less. Then, in cas^ of fire, which is 
more dreaded by the farmer than by 
another 
class in the community, 
owing to bis isolated situation, the 
loss m ay by good management be 
confined to one building, Laving the 
others intact. This is a very import­ 
ant consideration. Most of the losses of 
horses and other livestock at fires are 
the result of suffocation by smoke ,not 
by the fire itself. It is not w ise to put all 
one’s eggs in the same basket. 
If the 
material and livstock are in two or 
three or fivebuiidings instead of one it 
is not probable that the fire will sweep 
all away before aid can be obtained. 
It is also worth thinking of that the 
cost of insurance is usually greater on 
a large barn, and on the stock, grains, 
hay and implements stored in it than 
on a number of small barns in which 
these things are distributed. 
Fop these and other reasons that 
might be named it seems advisable for 
all farmers of moderate means to 
build small barns. 
Men who have 
abundance of means can, of course, 
indulge themselves in such luxuries as 
large and expensive barns, with all 
the risks pertaining thereto; but even 
for them a series of smaller structures, 
w isely planped and placed, would be 
better. 


A b s o r b e n t P o w e r o f S t r a w . 
Some interesting experiments have 
been made to determine the absorb­ 
ent power of wheat and other varie­ 
ties of straw. 
In one of these experiments small, 
compact bundles of wheat, rye, oat 
and pea straw were put to soak in 
water so as to be completely covered. 
After soaking for twenty-four hours 
they were taken from the water, set 
in an upwrighfc position, and allowed 
to drain for half an hour. They were 
then left lying for an hour and a half, 
in order that the excess of water 
might 
drain off from them. They 
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v<*re then weighed and at intervals 
ti'terwaru during a period of forty 
four hours. 
The experiment showed th at the 
wheat straw absorbed in the twenty- 
four hours 225.8 per cent, of water, 
the rye straw 241.4, the oat straw 
213.6, the pea straw 280.9. In tne 
fort y-four hours they lost respectively 
55, 67,7, and 40 and 92.2 per cent, ol 
water leaving the per centage retained 
in ezwh as follows: Wheat. 170.8; 
rye, 173.7; oat, 173.6; pea, 188.7. 
A bundle of wheat straw left to soak 
for forty-eight hours took up nearly 
22 per cent, more water, or 247.6 pei 
cent. At the end of twenty-four hours 
46.7 per cent was given off leaving 
200.9 per cent of water after twenty- 
four hours’ exposure to the air. 


D o e s D a ir y in g P a y . 
Does dairying pay? 
W hat a ques­ 
tion. 
If by pay you mean netting an 
income, it certainly w ill unless grossly 
mismanaged and neglected, but when 
you come to the am ount of that in­ 
come the question is instantly remov­ 
ed from the dairy to the man. 
Each 
owner of a dairy will succeed with it 
to the limit of his ability and he must 
govern his expenditures for family 
comforts by that ability, 
if he has 
not much enterprise 
or judgment 
then he must live very frugally,hut if he 
is a young Napoleon in the dairy field 
then he and his family may spread 
themselves. There is an abundance 
of room in the dairy business for any 
sized genius, from the man who milks 
tw ocow s and peddles his milk by hand 
and afoot, to the man who owns and 
runs twenty to thirty factories. When 
we come, though, to consider the pay­ 
ing part of it, in ten years you would 
probably find that the two cow man 
has more money than the man with 
thirty actories, at least such seems to 
have been the fate of such large enter­ 
prises. 
A little success in the dairy 
has its tem ptations like any other 
business to induce men to over crop 
themselves, while the man who starts 
on a small scale generally climbs to 
the top.— American Dairyman. 


M a k in g t h e M o s t o f It. 
There are some w iseacres who still 
maintain that it is easier and more 
profitable to grow two tons of hay on 
two u< res than on one acre, or to raise 
forty bushels of corn on four acres 
than the same am ount from one acre. 
It is safe to say that such persons 
keep no account with their farms. 
It 
is all guess work and theory. 
Practi­ 
cal experience has shown just the re­ 
verse. The lan 1 of which the m ost is 
made, on which the proverbial two 
blades of grass is grown where one grew 
before, has been proyed to l>e by far 
the m ost economically worked, 
be­ 
cause the additional labor and fertiliz­ 
ing material put upon it cost a good 
deal less than required for the larger 
and less highly cultivated arta. 
Such 
higher cultivation has become a neces­ 
sity in these days of sharp com peti­ 
tion. 
We heard a successful business 
man say recently that his business 
had to be run very close nowadays, 
the nmrgin of protit was so small. 
The same thing is true in agriculture. 
What ever can be saved in labor, wages 
and fertilizing material is needed to 
make ends meet and leave a little 
balance at the end of the year. 


A S e r i o u s M is t a k e . 
The old saying of the play of Ham­ 
let with Hamlet om itted is being ex­ 
emplified 
in the dairy every day. 
Here are thousands of dairymen all 
oyer the country setting milk in deep 
pails and selling the cream to factor­ 
ies and not using ice with those deep 
pails. 
If this is not om itting Hamlet 
then we don’t know how it could be 
done. 
Deep cans are made for setting 
milk in water always below fifty de­ 
grees, aud it should be at least to 
forty-five; but if allowed to rise above 
fifty, then the loss may be all the way 
| from ten to twenty-five ]>er 
cent of 
| the cream. The owners of factories 
I should know these facts and so in- 
J struct their help fora doable purpose, 
! to save them from the loss and to get 
{ more and better cream at the factory. 


1 Now is the time to let them know 
about this so that they may build ice 
houses this fall in time to secure the 
ice crop. 
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B r e e d i n g f o r 
M o n e y . 
Breeding fine fowl stock for a very 
definite purpose—money making—is 
already classed among the great in­ 
dustries of the country—a genuine 
business, neither more nor less. 
It ill 
becomes us to look askance at the 
men who embark their brains and 
capital in poultry culture, while we 
dip in the same stream of profit to a 
smaller extent. 
Let the poultry 
breeder be a fancier by all means, for 
ten to one he can never succeed w ith­ 
out a genuine fancy that makes light 
of all drawbacks, and let us give up 
any sneer at those w ho prosecute as a 
regular business that which we make 
supplementary to our ordinary occu­ 
pations—Maine Farmer.

For tape worms in hogs, give no 
food for 24-hours, then give half an 
ounce to an ounce of spirits of turpen­ 
tine, according to the size of the ani­ 
mal. Dilate the dose with a half pint 
of milk, and give no food for 12 hours 
following.

The singing shad has been heard and 
seen in lower Delaware bay this spring. 
It hasn’t been seen in large quantities, 
of course, for the appearance of this 
odd fish in these waters is a rare oc­ 
currence. 
But few of the singing shad 
have enchanted the fishermen since 
the season began. 
They come from 
ttie south, and only when the wind 
has died down and the water is quiet. 


rl hey come in schools, emitting musi­ 
cal notes as they swim along. 
The 
sounds they make are soft and som e­ 
thing like those of an aeoiian harp. It 
is hard to express or rather imitate, 
on paper, the melodj’ they sing. 
It 
runs something like this: “Wee ho, he 
hi do de; weeho, die di dum .” 
This sound cannot be made with 
any effect except when the shad t rav­ 
els in schools, says the Baltimore 
American. 
The singing of a single 
shad is too feeble to be heard above 
the ripple of the water. This year lias 
been the tirst, probably for a decade, 
that the singing shad has favored the 
fishermen of Delaware bay. 
Capt. 
Arnold, one of the oldest and most 
truthful of South Jersey fishermen, 
said the other day that he had heard 
the singing shad a number of times in 
his piscatorial career. “They are rare, 
of course, so far north as this. 
Even 
when they do come only old fishers 
are apt to hear and distinguish them. 
We know about them and are more or 
less on the lookout for their occasional 
arrival. They really belong off the 
coast of Bolivia and Chile. There 
they are quite common. 
All sorts of 
fairy tales are narrated about them 
by South American fishermen. The 
singing shad also breed in Japanese 
waters. The fishermen of Japan are 
delighted when they strike a school of 
singing shad. They follow them up 
reverently, because they believe the 
fish are inspired: They throw them 
food and never catch or eat them .” 
The singing shad isdifferent from the 
common-back or roe shad. 
It is not 
so large and there is a slight difference 
in the formation of the mouth. 
Only 
an expert fisherman can tell when he 
has caught one of the finny songsters. 
Old fisherimin regard the musical shad 
as prizes and do not send them to 
market unless they are paid a very 
high price for them. 
It is estim ated 
that they travel m schools of about 
five hundred. Their singing is pleas­ 
ant at tirst, but soon grows m onot­ 
onous, owing to the fact that it is a 
constant lepetition of the same few 
sounds. 
Whether 
many 
of* these 
1 
peculiar fish ever go up 
on the 
Delaware or move to New York and 
mingle with 
the plain 
everyday 
Hudson river shad is not known. 
They Jose their identity when they 
get in with other fish and it is doubt­ 
ful if they ever sing alone.
